Here  are  some  details  to  pass  along  from  our  Infrastructure  Team: 


"While  the  base  is  larger  than  the  typical  pole,  it  is  designed  to  house  the  telecommunication  and  electrical  equipment  that  would  otherwise  need  to  go  in  a utility  cabinet.  It  is  an 
alternative  to  a utility  cabinet  (which  also  takes  up  sidewalk  space  and  are  notoriously  regarded  as  eye-sores).  While  Philips  selects  the  locations,  BSL  ensure  sidewalks  remain  accessible 
and  ADA  compliant. 


Philips  designed  the  SmartPole  to  be  modular  to  accommodate  a certain  amount  of  customization  for  differing  areas  of  a city.  This  customization  can  include  decorative  base  caps,  fluted 
or  round  cross  section  poles,  decorative  arms,  single  or  double  arms  and  a selection  of  colors. 


Again,  Philips  selects  the  roll-out  locations.  Hollywood  has  been  an  early  focus  for  them,  so  they’re  seeing  it  sooner  than  others.  With  600  expected  dtywide  over  the  next  4 years  though, 
there’s  a good  bet  Hollywood  will  be  seeing  a few  more." 


So  it  sounds  like  there  could  be  a few  more  on  the  way  in  the  district.  In  the  spirit  of  partnership,  I would  suggest  that  if  the  BID  board  of  directors  wants  to  give  feedback  or  input  on  the 
poles,  it  would  probably  help  if  the  board  could  take  an  official  position  as  body,  and  send  a letter  from  the  chair  or  ED  to  the  Bureau  of  Street  Lighting  and  CC  the  Mayor's  Office  and 
CD13.
